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TWO STIMKKS 

It Is natural that after nil the nonlrovrrsy 
over the MonlBomery Ward cnsc the govern- 
menfs deallnR with -itrlkes In wnr liuliisLrles 
should now be lollowod with closer ntlenllon. 
U might be Interesting, then, to compare pro- 
cedure In the Ward ease with that In the 
recent strike of Detroit foremen. 

Attorney General Blddlc, in his Ward ca.'ie 
arBumcnt. echoed the President's a.werClon 
that Ward's was engaged In war work. {In a 
later dispute Involving a similar firm, the 
Chicago district war labor board ruled that 
the "Scars Roebuck' li company mall order 
house in Minneapolis should not bo classed as 
essential to the war effort.") Mr. Blddlc 
stated that "after the machinery of the WLB 
la flouted by either employes or employer, the 
President must support the order of the 
board." 

There Is no need to rehash the Ward ca.<;e. 
A recourse to orderly court procedure by 
cither party probably would have avoided the 
whole thing. Yet both sides were Imp.-itlent. 
One day after the 13-day Ward strike had 
ended, the attorney general and an a.wlstant 
to the secretary of commerce moved In on the 
President's order, with soldiers and O-men. 

Now consider the foremen's strike. That 
was 20 days old when It ended. It began 
because the national labor relations board 
refused to order employcr.i to bargain with 
the foremen. The WLB had twice ordered the 
foremen back to work. Tliclr president, 
Robert H. Keys, told the national WLB that 
"We do not relish this strike. Wc do not 
think It right from a patriotic standpoint, 
but frankly we cannot blame anyone but the 
government . . ." 

Was that not "IloutlnR the WLB machin- 
ery," according to Mr. Blddlc's definition? 
But there were no presidential orders. No 
Holdlera reversed the Ward procedure and 
carried the foremen back Into their plani.f. 
Instead, WLB Chairman William H. Diivls 
talked to Mr. Keys like a patient Dutch uncle: 
"You can't win. It you Insist on going on, the 
strike will be broken." 

A WLB labor member promised that his 
group would assume the responsibility of see 
Ing to It that the employers would rccoRnlzc 
the foremon'.s bargaining rights as against 
the NLRB ruling. 

That did not move the strikers. Tlicy did 
not return until General Arnold, chief of the 
army air forces, told them that their strike 
had already cost 250 fighter planes on the eve 
of our most critical military operation. 

The foremen's strike Is not the only recent 
one In defiance of WLB orders. We simply 
offer Its brief history, In contrast to the Ward 
otfalr. as evidence that the Bovcrnmcnt's 
standard of penalties Is too often Inconsistent 
with the emergencies.

Their errands of mercy, their searches for 
lost army pilots, the part they play In rescue 
work and oil the other services they provide 
to facilitate operatlons'of the army air force 
arc an Invaluoble contribution In times like 
these. 

Recently, when an army plane was forced 
down south of Clover by lack of fuel, a lieu- 
tenant had this to say about the cooperation 
given by the Civilian Air Patrol: 

"Never before did I know of the existence ot 
iuch a fine organization as the CAP, It's do- 
ing splendid work here and I'm enthusiastic 
" about the all too short time I had to know 
the fine fellows connected with It."
